Dr. Shackles go es o n e step fu rther in 
claimin g that rather than bein g a detrimen t 
to p hy sical well-bein g, flu o ridatio n is an 
effectiv e decay -p rev en tiv e measu re to help 
in su re go o d den tal health. 
"Su p p ly in g a gro win g to o th with flu o ride 
will create a stro n ger to o th cry stal,” Dr. 
Shackles 
said 
“Thro u gh 
ex ten ded. 


co n tro lled ap p licatio n , flu o ride reacts to 
fo rm a harder co v erin g, which in tu rn help s 
p rev en t decay . 
"Man y p eo p le believ e flu o ride can 
effectiv ely be co ated o n .”

WASHINGTON (AP) - After being 
closed to tourists for the past 3V2 months, 
the J ohn F. Kennedy Center for the Per­ 
forming Arts welcomes them ag ain today 
minus some prime attractions for souv enir 
hunters. 
Security is being stepped up. But center 
officials 
insist 
that 
v andalism, which 
marred the opening months of the national 
cultural center on the bank of the Potomac 
Riv er, was not the major reason for its 
closing last Dec. 11. 
A few attractions, like the chandeliers in 
the elev ators, hav e been remov ed. They 
prov ed particularly tempting to v isitors for 
their souv enir v alue, ev en thoug h they are 
made 
cheap g lass unlike some of the 
v aluable cry stal fix tures elsewhere in the 
hug e marble structure. 
There were other losses to souv enir 
hunters: knobs from washbasins, pieces of 
drapery and of carpeting . 
TTie 
National 
Park 
Police, 
with 
responsibility for security in the center, 
say s it will aug ment its force in the g rand 
foy er and in other public areas of the 
building . 


When Chairman Rog er L. Stev ens of the 
center’s board of trustees announced the 
closing last December, he ascribed the 
decision primarily to inaction by Cong ress 
on his request for funds to support 
memorial aspects of the building . 
Stev ens arg ued that it was unfair to ask 
the center’s box office patrons to support 
the J ohn F. Kennedy memorial aspects, 
when such monuments as the Washing ton 
Monument and Lincoln Memorial are 
maintained by tax funds. 


Cong ress has not y et v oted the 8 1-5 
million he asked for this purpose, but 
approv al within the nex t few months 
^ m s assured. The Nix on administration 
is backing the center’s request. 
As the center reopens, there will not be 
fully g uided tours.

Creation Without Purpose a Contradiction in Terms 


(Editor’s note: This is the fi­ 
nal article of a fiv e-part Easter 
series abou t the Hope of Heav ­ 
en.)

An “inordinate v anity ,” Volt­ 
aire called it. The “g reat lie,” 
said Nietzsche. An “illu sion,” 
Freu d claimed. An “opiate,” 
said Karl Marx . These are 
among the barbs that hav e 
been hu rled at the hu man hope 
of heav en. Bu t to believ ers, it 
not only makes sense, bu t is 
the only sou nd rationale for ex ­ 
istence itself. 
Either creation has an u lti­ 
mate pu rpose, a definite reason 
for being , or else it has none. 
And to affirm life fu lly de­ 
mands affirming that it has a 
fu ll objectiv e. 
“The only liv e alternativ e to 
this is that the world has no 
real meaning at all,” observ es 
Q u a ke r philosopher Elton 
Tru eblood. 
Obv iou sly , by the v ery flu x in 
reality itself, it is headed some­ 
where. It alway s points bey ond 
its immediacy . Both man and 
natu re g iv e ev idence of being 
intrinsically u nfinished bu si­ 
ness. They ’re mov ing , contin­ 
u ally dev eloping , working to­ 
ward some completion. 
“We know that the whole 
creation has been g roaning in 
trav ail tog ether u ntU now,” the 
apmtle Pau l wrote long before 
science discov ered the constant 
flu idity of the u niv erse. “And 
not only the creation, bu t we 
ou rselv es.” 
These processiv e intimations, 
howev er, are not the main 
^u nds for the classic Chris­ 
tian hope. It rests rather on the 
g raciou s element in the bestow­ 
al of ex istence itself, its g ift­ 


like qu ality , its implicitly lov ­ 
ing basis, v iv ified by the prom­ 
ise pu t into it by Christ’s resu r­ 
rection from death. 
“By His g reat mercy we 
hav e been bom anew to a liv ­ 
ing hope,” the apostle Peter 
wrote, an “entrance into the 
eternal king dom of ou r Lord.” 
This hig h ex pectancy , at its 
core, is based on a conv iction 
that the u niv ersal power sou rce 
and dy namism in life is lov e, 
the heart of God, and that this 
lov e wants u tmost fu lfillment 
for its belov ed, for hu man 
being s. 
“To lov e a being is to say , 
‘thou shalt not die,’ notes Cath­ 
olic philosopher Gabriel Mar­ 
cel. This is a bu ilt-in con­ 
comitant of lov e, and if lov e 
tru ly is inherent to life, then 
the intent is to enhance it. 


“Behold, I make all th i^ 
new,” the Book of Rev elation 
ex presses the div ine promise to 
men. “And God Himself will be 
with them; He will wipe away 
ev ery tear from their ey es, and 
death shall be no more.” 
Howev er, in the modem tech­ 
nocratic world, the v ision often 
is derided as a “heav en sy n­ 
drome,” reflecting eg ocentric 
self-interest, or “cabin-in-the- 
sky ” escapism that inclines 
people to twiddle their thu mbs 
while waiting for it. 
In motiv ationally traceable 
fact, howev er, it is from the 
concept of “the eternal and the 
u nlimited that the prog ress of 
the hu man race has spru ng ,” 
say s British historian Christ- 
ofrfier Dawson. 
It is tru e that in past cen­ 
tu ries, a one-sided concentra­ 
tion on the afterlife seemed to 
discou nt efforts to improv e this 
world. Bu t the modem cou nter­ 
balancing chu rch stress on the

Capote claims that u nder a 
contract with the mov ie com­ 
pany sig ned last Sept. 21 he 
was to deliv er a screen v ersion 
of F. Scott Fitzg erald’s “The 
Great Gatsby ” to Paramou nt 
by Jan. 15. 


He said he receiv ed $33,750 
on sig ning the contract and was 
to receiv e an additional $16,875 
later. 


The su it said Capote had fin­ 
ished and deliv ered 90 per cent 
of the script before he fell ill on 
Jan. 6 
He was confined to bed u ntil 
Jan. 18. the su it say s, bu t the 
remainder of the script was^ 
sent to Paramou nt Jan. 24. 


The au thor said he was in­ 
formed by Paramou nt after he 
recov ered from his illness that 
it was terminating the contract 
becau se of breach of deadline. 
He said Paramou nt told him 
another au thor was hired to fin­ 
ish the script.

priority of the present has ten­ 
ded to blank ou t the trans- 
h i s t or i c a l dimension, thu s 
shrinking men’s horizons and 
their hopefu lness, and fo an ex ­ 
tent, dev alu ing their u ltimate 
worth as persons.

“Now some of u s are beg in­ 
ning to recog nize that withou t 
an u ltimate destiny , man’s life 
in the here and now is depr­ 
eciated ev en more than was the 
case when u ltimate destiny was 
contrasted with this life,” say s 
theolog ian John M. Cobb. “This 
life and final destiny belong to­ 
g ether.” 
Althou g h many people hav e 
assu med that “modernity pre­ 
clu ded any su ch hope," he said 
that actu ally , “personal life 
after death makes more sense 
than is u su ally realized.” And 
increasing knowledg e of reality 
has streng thened rather than 
weakened the case for it. 
Bu t aside from the accu mu ­ 
lating latter-day clu es, the v ery 
hallmark of man is his impu lse 
to transcendence, the charac­ 
teristic that disting u ishes him. 
His personality alway s su r­ 
passes its own self-ex pression. 
His 
actu ality 
nev er 
qu ite 
matches his potentiality . He 
senses inwardly he is more 
than himself. It is “a dimension 
of u ltimacy or of the u ncon­ 
ditional,” 
say s 
Presby terian 
theolog ian Lang don Gilkey . 
The “earnest ex pectation of 
the creatu re,” Scriptu re pu ts it. 
In his self-consciou sness, man 
looks on himself as in a mirror, 
no long er merely knowing bu t 
knowing he knows, an object of 
his own reflection. He is so sen­ 
sitized that he is pu zzled by his 
own ex istence, wondering at 
why he is, sp^u lating , qu es­ 
tioning , projecting bey ond him­ 
self. In a sense, his dev elop­ 
ment in the creativ e process, in 
contrast to the rest of reality , 
already has brou g ht the birth 
of a “new world.” g iv ing in­ 
trinsic ev idence of su ch fu rther 
possibility . 
"Here the my stery is the 
my stery of known fact,” say s 
Tru eblood. 


Howev er, dean Krister Sten- 
dahl 
of 
Harv ard’s Div inity 
School say s the idea of personal 
immortality often appears "too 
little, too selfish, too pre­ 
occu pied with self” and that 
people today are “less and less 
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concerned abou t it.” It “may 
be on the way ou t,” he adds. 
“The qu estion is whether 
God’s ju stice will win ou t. Will 
God u ltimately come throu g h? 
Will the king dom come in 
which rig hteou sness flows forth 
and ju stice is in the midst of u s 
all? The fig hting arrog ance of 
man, ev en heig htened into proj­ 
ecting his importance into im­ 
mortality , shou ld perhaps be 
checked.” It “has a tendency to 
claim to know more than may 
be g ood for u s.” 
Indeed, it can inv olv e brash 
assu mptions, and often has, in­ 
clu ding 
ov erblown, 
detailed 
prev iews of heav en’s fu n and 
kmishing s, its architectu re, 
cou nt of the occu pants, and 
date of its arriv al, thu s triv ia­ 
lizing Biblical thou g ht and what 
basically mu st remain my stery . 
“No ey e has seen, nor ear 
heard, nor the heart of man 
conceiv ed, what God has pre­ 
pared for those who lov e Him,” 
Pau l writes. Whatev er its fea­ 
tu res, they apparently will be 
enormou sly 
su rprising . 
“No 
dou bt it will be u tterly different 
than any thing we hav e ev er 
imag ined,” say s Scottish theo­ 
log ian John Baillie. 
Howev er, the su rpassing ou t­ 
come ex plicitly inclu des people, 
indiv idu al persons, of all his­ 
tory . While this can be dis­ 
torted into ov erweening self-re­ 
g ard, the u ltimate g ood cannot 
be realized ju st in some ab­ 
stract sense, bu t necessarily 
mu st be for persons, for rig ht­ 
ing wrong s done them, for fill­ 
ing ou t their frag mented liv es. 
There is no su ch thing as g ood­ 
ness apart from indiv idu al 
being s, from specific selv es.

“Their g ood and the g ood are 
indissolu bly interfu sed and this 
mu st inclu de ou rselv es,” say s 
Ang lican theolog ian John Au s­ 
tin Baker. “To be zealou s for 
the u niv ersal triu mph of g ood 
bu t not for its triu mph in my ­ 
self is nonsensical, a con­ 
tradiction. It is not more mor­ 
al, bu t less.” 
As Jesu s pu t it, “Thou shall 
lov e thy neig hbor as thy self.” 
And the u ltimate realization of 
it cannot be iif some detached 
principle, bu t directly in per­ 
sons, inclu ding self. A personal 
sense of life’s worth is the v ery 


basis of reg ard for others and 
of willing ness to su ffer for 
them. 
While it sometimes is as­ 
su med that ju stice, by itself, is 
a pu re, noble objectiv e, this is 
a thin v iew of it. The aim is 
nev er only for ju stice’s sake, 
bu t for lov e’s sake, for the sake 
of people, personally , indiv id­ 
u ally . 
To eliminate personalities 
from the final consu mmation 
wou ld “defeat the v ery mean­ 
ing ” of their inclu sion in the 
process at all, say s Episcopal 
theolog ian John Macqu arrie. 
“If ev ery thing is to retu rn to 
an u ndifferentiated u nity , then 
creation itself wou ld hav e been 
pointless in the first place, and 
all the risk of freedom in crea­ 
tion, its su ffering and striv ing , 
wou ld hav e been sheer waste.” 
And it definitely wou ld not be 
set arig ht for its main partici­ 
pants, for the oppressed, ex ­ 
clu ded, starv ed and slain hu ­ 
man being s. It makes sense 
only if it mov es toward their 
ju stification and fu ll potentia­ 
lities, an order in which their 
v ary ing personal indentities are 
maintained, freely and respon­ 
sibly complementing each other 
in a richer, y et div ersified, har­ 
moniou s u nity . 
“In su ch a fu tu re all that 
matters abou t ou r selfhood is 
preserv ed, bu t is dev eloped, 
transformed and pu rified, pass- 
ing 
fr om 
th e 
com- 
partmentalized psy che that we 
know now into my riads of free 
open selv es,” say s theolog ian 
Cobb. E^ch wou ld totally know 
and be totally open to all, and 
each wou ld enjoy “an incon­ 
ceiv able richness of v alu es and 
meaning s.” 
The “commonwealth in heav ­ 
en,” Scriptu re calls it. 
Withou t that preserv ation of 
inter-acting v ariety , a mark of 
ev ery adv anced mode of being , 
it wou ld mean a. retu rn to some 
monolithic, 
u ndifferentiated 
state, like primordial energ y . 
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withou t the sensitiv e, complex 
web of inter-relationships that 
disting u ish its hig hest life form. 
Actu ally , at ev ery lev el of na­ 
tu re, the more any indiv idu al 
entity is “u nited in a whole, the 
more it attains differentiating 
self-su fficiency ,” say s Catholic 
philosopher Eu lalio R. Baltha­ 
zar, “The more ‘other’ they be­ 
come in conju nction, the more 
they find themselv es as ‘self’.” 
Strictly speaking , howev er. 
Biblical faith does not assert 
hu man 
“immortality ,” 
bu t 
rather that man is mortal, that 
he dies. The “immortality of 
the sou l” phrase is from Greek 
philosophy , which sees man as 
dou ble-natu red, his body in­ 
sig nificant and the sou l leav ing 
it at death for the Ely sian 
fields. 
“There is no phrase in Scrip­ 
tu re abou t the ‘immortal sou l’ 
or the ‘immortality of the 
sou l’,” notes Catholic scholar 
Joseph E. Kokjohn. 
Rather, Scriptu re sees man 
as a psy chosomatic whole, body 
and spirit, his life in eternity 
g iv en entirely by God throu g h 
resu rrection from death. While 
Ju daism does not specify con­ 
clu sions abou t it, it is foreseen 
by Old Testament prophets, 
Isaiah and Daniel.

Christ both promised and 
foretokened it in histoiy , as in­ 
v olv ing entire personality , body 
and spirit. Its pattern neces­ 
sarily wou ld be preserv ed after 
death u ntil the resu rrection is 
effected. How this happens is 
u tterly u nknown, bu t adv anced 
phy sics now recog nizes that all 
reality participates both in 
mentality and materiality with­ 
ou t in fact being either. 
In any ev ent, the resu rrection 
means transformation, as it did 
in Christ, who afterward passes 
throu g h locked doors, appears 
and disappears. It also implies 
total renov ation, su ch as a hu n­ 
chback no long er being a hu n­ 
chback 
bu t completely 
re­ 
newed. 
“How are the dead raised?” 
the skeptics asked Pau l, who 
replied. “You foolish man! 
What y ou sow does not come to 
life u nless it dies. And what 
y ou sow is not the body which 
is to be, bu t a bare kernel.” An 
acorn does not become another 
acorn, bu t an oak tree. 
“God g iv es it a body as he 
has chosen, and to each kind of 
seed its own body . ... What is 
sown is imperishable, what is 
raised is imperishable. It is 
sown in dishonor, it is raised in 
g lory . It is sown in weakness, it 
is raised in power. ... We shall 


all be chang ed, in a momeht, in 
the twinkling of an ey e, at the 
last tru mpet. For the tru mpet 
will sou nd, and the dead will be 
raised imperishable, and we 
shall be chang ed.” 
The transformation also has 
cosmic dimensions, inv olv ing 
not ju st man bu t the whole 
cou rse of ex istence, the earth 
and its spatio-temporal env iron­ 
ment, a rolling u p of all his­ 
tory . Pau l say s God’s reconcil­ 
ing pu rpose was “set forth in 
Christ, as a plan for the fu ll­ 
ness of time, to u nite all thing s 
in Him, thing s in heav en and 
thing s on earth.” 
This “fu llness of time” does 
not indicate flat, boring time­ 
lessness, bu t a recapitu lation of 
ev ery thing in time, the past, 
present and fu tu re of ev ery 
part and person of it, a matu r­ 
ing of it so that it possesses its 
fu Uest activ ity , capacities and 
u nhampered fu rther creativ ity . 
At present, time is hig hly 
ambig u ou s, theoretically cu r­ 
v ed and spacially rev ersible, 
y et seeming only su ccessiv e for 
hu man being s. It is a mere 
qu antity when measu red me­ 
chanically by a clock, bu t hig h­ 
ly qu alitativ e to persons, who 
ex perience it as relativ e to its 
content, either rich or drag - 
g ing ly barren. It also is cu ­ 
mu lativ e, the present time al­ 
way s loaded with more reality 
than past time. 
In fact, the present is “not 
fu lly real,” Balthazar points 
ou t. Withou t a fu tu re, “it wou ld 
cease to be.” Similarly , man 
nev er reaches his “fu ll actu al­ 
ly ” in this life. He is a su cces­ 
sion of selv es, from childhood 
throu g h manhood, a becoming , 
nev er totally identical to his 
past self.

Neither is he y et free, since 
ig norance binds and blocks his 
choicqs. Yet as he matu res, he 
becomes less and less a crea- 


tu re of the instant, su bject to 
passing circu mstances. He be­ 
comes a more integ rated self, 
partly transcending su ccessiv e 
time, approaching its fu llness. 
Its tru th, Jesu s said, wou ld 
make man tru ly free. 
The coming king dom, Jesu s 
said, is like a tiny “seed” 
g rowing toward a g reat tree 
filled with birds, like a field de­ 
v eloping toward its harv est, 
like a hidden treasu re or “pearl 
of g reat price” for which man 
shou ld inv est all his resou rces. 
He likened its realization to a 
festal g athering , a wedding 
banqu et of rig hteou sness and 
joy . A “new heav en and a new 
earth,” the Book of Rev elation 
say s, with a “new name” and a 
“new song .”

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Accuse Company of Sex 
Discrimination Tactics 


LAKELAND, Fla. (AP) - 
Two petite female tru ck driv ers 
hav e filed sex discrimination 
charges after a company ru ling 
that prohibits single women 
from 
making 
long-distance 
hau ls with men driv ers. 
“Ev er since I was a little kid 
1 wanted to driv e a big tru ck,” 
said Virginia Barnes, an at­ 
tractiv e 35 -y ear-old bru nette. 
“They gav e me a chance and 
then they took it away from 
me.” 
Mrs. Barnes and 48 -y ear-old 
Pau line Blackbu rn hav e filed 
complaints with the Ekju al Em­ 
ploy ment Opportu nity Commis­ 
sion against Watkins Motor 
Lines Inc. of Lakeland. 
The women complained after 
company officials decreed on 
March 1 that driv ers of oppo­ 
site sex es cou ld not team u p on 
tru cks with sleeping qu arters 
u nless they were m arri^. 
“There is less chance of han­ 
ky panky on the road than 
there wou ld be in the tru cking 
offices,“ scoffed Mrs. Black­ 
bu rn, a pretty div orcee. 
“I think I shou ld be able to 
driv e a tru ck becau se of my 
ability , not becau se I’m mar­ 
ried,” added Mrs. Barnes, a 
mother of two who is in the 
process of div orcing her hu s­ 
band.

My asso ciate. Les Whitten, has sp o ken to 
witnesses o n the inside o f the reco rd 
indu stry They asked that their identities 
bi‘ withheld fo r fear there might be 
rep risals. 


These witnesses hav e described the 
p ay o ff p atterns in detail. No t o nly are big- 
time disc jo ckey s co llecting p ay o la, bu t the 
small-statio n jo ckey s are clamo ring to get 
their share o f the bo o dle. 


The reco rd co mp anies, fo r ex amp le, 
hav e fu rnished who lesale lo ts o f free 
reco rds to so -called “R & B" (Rhy thm and 
Blu es) jo ckey s and p ro grammers. They , in 
tu rn, sell the reco rds cu t-rate to reco rd 
sto res, p o cket the p ro fit and bo o m their 
benefacto rs’ reco rds o v er the airwav es. 


The mo re au dacio u s reco rd p ro mo ters 
hav e simp ly bribed the reco rd p lu ggers 
with cash o r with new cars. Thu s, an 
u nderp aid R & B jo ckey may be seen riding 
aro u nd in a 15 .000 car. all fo r p u shing a few 
“to p fo rty ” reco rds. 


The du p es in all this are America’s bo p - 
crazy teen-agers, alway s eager to bu y the 
latest “hits." These y o u ngsters hav e no 
inkling o f the gangster-like wo rld which 
rigs reco rd marketing.

Co mmissio n also hasn’t detected the smell

Aro u nd the co rner, o ther u nifo rmed 
y o u ths fro m the Pro v isio nal IRA were 
waiting, and fell in line behind the casket. 
There were p retty , fresh-faced girls, and. 
after them, bo y s who tried to stand v ery 
straight. 


There were abo u t 100 o f these y o u ng 
members o f the IRA, and so me o f them 
co u ld no t hav e been mo re than 10 y ears 
o ld. A few seemed ev en y o u nger. The 
o ldest girl said she was 16. 


The faces o f these children, who are 
ready to kill and ready to die are the same 
faces Americans see p lay ing in the streets 
where they liv e. The circu mstance o f 3,000 
miles and bru tal o p p ressio n has taken 
these children fro m their p lay and made 
them u rban gu errillas. 


“These are the children o f the men in 
Lo ng Kesh,” a resident o f the area 
ex p lained. Lo ng Kesh is the co ncentratio n 
camp where su sp ected IRA activ ists are 
held witho u t trial. Prime Minister Edward 
Heath, belatedly , has no w p ro mised that 
the internment will be p hased o u t. 


Bu t o nly a few ho u rs befo re To ny Lewis’ 
fu neral, a Belfast man was fo u nd inno cent 
by a ju ry o n arms p o ssessio n charges. As he 
left the co u rt, he was arrested again by the 
British army and became ano ther o f 
Belfast’s p o litical p riso ners. IRA members 
insist that each o f these arrests p ro du ces 
new recru its, so me o f them children.

After the 
war he mo v ed to Sedalia, where he 
p racticed law u ntil mo v ing to Kansas City 
in 18 77. He cap p ed his career by serv ing 
fo u r co nsecu tiv e terms in the U.S. Senate. 


One ev ening in 18 8 1, Vest hap p ened to be 
seated in the dining ro o m o f a So u th 
Dako ta ho tel, when he o v erhead a gro u p o f 
men fro m New Yo rk City celebrating so me 
go o d fo rtu ne. They sp o ke o f o btaining a 
lease to so me ex tremely v alu able land in 
the West, which wo u ld make them all rich. 
Then Vest heard the wo rds, “Yello wsto ne 
Park.” 


Incredible as it may seem to day , the 
gro u p o f financiers had fo r a small su m 
p ersu aded the Interio r Dep artment to giv e 
them an almo st p erp etu al lease o n the 
5 ,5 00 sq u are miles o f Yello wsto ne Natio nal 
Park fo r their o wn enrichment! 


Vest kep t his p eace u ntil Co ngress 
co nv ened, at which time he to o k the flo o r 
and ex p o sed the entire so rdid scheme. It 
co Uap s^ in the glare o f p u blic kno wledge.

CHICAGO (AP) - Elijah Mu­ 
hammad teaches that black s 
should help themselves and live 
simply so they can give more 
money to the movement. Yet 
he and his advisers live in 
handsome homes and have 
abundant resources. 
His followers are Black Mus­ 
lims and his cult the Nation of 
Islam, but they do not follow 
the creed of Moslems, who be­ 
lieve in Islam, the faith found­ 
ed by Mohammed. 
Elijah Muhammad preaches 
black supremacy; he prays to a 
man who identified himself as 
white. 
He denounces whites as dev- 
ib and bedevib black s who 
don't accept hb dogma. 
Those who do accept, attract­ 
ed by the apparent prosperity 
and strength of the Nation of 
Islam, by the prombe of self- 
improvement. perhaps by the 
s l o ga n, "freedom, justice, 
equality." are ask ed to follow 
an austere discipline. Members 
are supposed to attend at least 
three meetings a week , recite 
prayen five times a day, eat 
only one meal a day, abstain 
from drugs, alcohol, tobacco, 
gambling, illicit sex and soul 
food; they must pay dues plus 
frequent—and siiable—assess­ 
ments; they must be clean, co­ 
operative, obedient. 
Estimates of the number of 
members range from 1.5 mil­ 
lion by Walter Turner, a non- 
Muslim, who b Muhammad's 
director of 
press 
relations, 
down to 7,500 (by police). The 
Muslims k eep their enrollment 
secret along with many detaib 
of their activities. 
Muhammad talk s~by tape- 
on radio stations across the 
country for a half-hour every 
week , and he appears on tele- 
vbion in Washington, D.C. He 
operates 56 temples in 52 cities 
(some have only a few dozen 
members). Hb week ly tabloid 
n e w s p a p e r 
“Muhammad 
Speak s" reports a paid circula­ 
tion of 529,930—at 20 cents a 
copy. He dbtributes the paper 


from Chicago with the help of 
the Nation’s Super-Constellation 
plane and the zeal of members 
who have to pay for copies they 
can’t sell. 
Muhammad’s 
influence 
b 
also projected through hb man­ 
agement of many properties, 
including more than 5,000 acres 
of farmland and herds of cattle 
in Michigan, Georgia and Ala­ 
bama (where Muslim property 
has been attack ed by whites). 
In Chicago alone, Muhammad 
oversees the operation of two 
restauranb, 
a 
supermark et, 
clothing 
store, 
dry-cleaners, 
bak ery and several other ven­ 
tures. 


The properties are owned by 
several corporations, including 
Progressive Land Developers, 
United Dynamics and Good 
Foods. The officers are mem­ 
bers of the hierarchy of the Na­ 
tion of blam, but incorporation 
papers do not show any own­ 
ership by members as a whole. 
The president of the Nation of 
Islam and the other corpo­ 
rations b a son-in-law of Mu­ 
hammad, Raymond Sharrieff. 
53. 


Hassan and Sharrieff. who are 
related, have long work ed with 
Elijah Muhammad, who be­ 
stowed their Holy Names. But. 
the most important question 
that one could ask , says Mu­ 
hammad, b, "Who b God?’’ 
Muhammad’s answer; Wallace 
D. 
Fard, who, Muhammad 
maintains, appointed him Mes­ 
senger. "I was surprised," he 
allowed recently, "because 1 
didn’t think I was qualified." 
Fard, who was once con­ 
victed for violating narcotics 
and bootlegging laws, regularly 
identified himself as a white or 
a Maori, a native New Zealand­ 
er of Polynesian stock , bom in 
1891. When hb common-law 
wife, a white, gave birth in Los 
Angeles, Fard was Ibted on the 
certificate as white. When he 
entered San Quentin prison in 


1926, he again was recorded as 
white. 
Although Fard disappeared 
about 1934, Muhammad asserts 
that Fard speak s to him from 
time to time and even appeared 
to him in a vbion a few years 
ago. Is it really Fard’s voice? 
Definitely, replied the 74- 
year-old Muhammad in a re­ 
cent interview in hb 19-room 
home on Chicago’s South Side. 
He said he recognbes Fard’s 
voice because he spent “three 
years and near four months 
with him. ... He’s very much 
alive. He will be alive probably 
for 400 years yet." 
An hour later, when Muham­ 
mad was requested to pose for 
a photo below a portrait of 
Fard, 
Muhammad declined, 
saying that if he were to do so, 
it might seem that he was try­ 
ing "to mak e myself be some 
k ind of a equal." 
Muhammad, who has light 
sk in and fine features, leaned 
hb slight frame forward to 
catch a question. Hb health has 
been fragile; he’s afflicted with 
asthma, and he k eeps a home 
in Phoenix. 
Q—Who b next in line to be­ 
come Messenger? 
A—Well, that b up to Allah. 1 
can't answer no such question. 
Muhammad b building a 
mansion for himself next door 
to the one he now lives in, also 
four homes across the street— 
at a t(Hal cost that he has put 
at about $2 million. "Muham­ 
mad Speak s” on Feb. 25; 
"There is some very foolbh 
and irrational talk being spread 
about the Honorable Elijah Mu­ 
hammad tak ing the money 
from hb poor followers and 
giving it to hb family and top 
laborers and depriving hb oth­ 
er followers. ... Some of you 
criticize hb use of good homes 
and luxury cars. ... You who 
speak against hb building fine 
homes do so through envy... 


Q—Who will live in those 
homes over there? 


A—Well, we have not quite 
decided yet. Maybe (chuck ling) 
the fellow that have the biggest 
pock etbook . 
Other replies by Muhammad; 
Q—Now you personally are a 
millionaire? 
A—Man, if I had a million 
dollars you wouldn’t have time 
to talk with me. I’d be too busy 
trying to find out where I’m go­ 
ing to put thb million dollars, 
where b the best place to 
spend it. ... 
Q—Do you really think white 
people are devib? 
A—I don’t think i t ... I k now 
it. 
Q—What b behind these 
shootings 
in 
Baton 
Rouge 
where two black s and two dep­ 
uties were shot in a dbturbance 
police said involved MuslimsT 
A—1 wasn’t there and I don’t 
k now really how it began. ... 
Christians been shootin’ Chrb- 
tians all my life ... so I don’t 
see why thb should be anything 
of news ... that the Muslims 
shot someone or someone shot 
Muslims. 
Q—Some Muslims, or former 
Muslims, wonder why you em­ 
ploy so many white people. 
A—Because I can get along 
with both, and the white people 
k now their country, k now their 
government, k now their build­ 
ings, their material. And if my 
people would build those houses 
over there, they would have to 
buy the material from ... 
white people. ... 
The Black Muslims teach

Guard Recruiting Drive Failing

According to Bureau records, 
the efforts since last fall have 
raised black membership in the 
Guard to 6,818 men as of Feb. 
29. The figure was 5,857 last 
June 30. 


At that stage, black s repre­ 
sented about 1.2 per cent of the 
487,864 Guardsmen. Even the 
goal of about 11,800 black s still 
would leave the Guard well be­ 
low the 10-per-cent ratio of 
black s to the total U.S. popu- 
btion.

black author James Baldwin in 
“The Fire Next Time ” "Elijah 
Muhammad has been able to do 
what generations of welfare 
work ers and committees and 
resolutions and reports and 
housing 
projects 
and 
play­ 
grounds have failed to do; to 
heal and redeem drunk ards and 
junk ies, to convert people who 
have come out of prbon and to 
k eep them out, to mak e men 
chaste and women virtuous, 
and to invest both the male and 
female with a pride and seren­ 
ity that hang about them lik e 
an unfailing light." The ratio of 
Muslims among black s in pris­ 
ons approximates one in 20. 
Other black s have not been 
so k ind toward the Nation of Is­ 
lam. When Justice Thurgood 
Marshall was general counsel 
for the NAACP, he said the Na­ 
tion of Islam was “run by a 
bunch of thugs." Ralph Bunche 
called them a “cynical and ir­ 
responsible group exploiting the 
Negro’s unhappy status," and 
Dr. Martin Luther King called 
the Muslims "just as dangerous 
as white supremacbts." 
Muhammad, himself, b often 
more critical of black s than 
whites. He has written in hb 
newspaper; "Allah has made 
k nown that the enemy of the 
Black Nation is the black pro­ 
fessional class. Of these, the 
preacher b the worse enemy of 
the truth of our salvation." On 
Feb. 18, he wrote; "My black 
brothers and black sbters, you 
will hate me for the love of the 
devil. You would k ill me, if you 
could get to me through the 
ring of protection that Allah 
has thrown around me. ... The 
devil respects me; it b you, 
black brother, who dbrespects 
me.”

One source of inspiration for 
the Muslims’ faith was Timothy 
Drew, who started the first 
Moorbh-Science Temple in 1913 
in Newark .

Drew Ali, and when hb move­ 
ment grew, a former butler 
moved Drew’s furniture out of 
Drew’s Chicago headquarters 
and proclaimed himself the 
grand sheik . The usurper was 
murdered; Drew was arrested 
but released on bond and soon 
died under mysterious circum­ 
stances. That was in 1929. 
Enter W. D. Fard, the man 
whom 
Muhammad 
deified. 
Moving to Detroit from San 
Quentin, Fard work ed as a 
door-to-door peddler, posed as 
an Arab from Mecca, report­ 
edly described himself as the 
reincarnation of Noble Drew 
Ali and establbhed the Nation 
of Islam. He began to replace 
hb followers’ “slave names" 
with their "original names’’— 
usually for $10. 
Elijah Muhammad says he 
first met Fard, abo k nown as 
Professor Ford and Farad Mo­ 
hammed, in Detroit on July 4, 
1930. The cult came to notice in 
1932 after one member sacri­ 
ficed another. In 1933,^ Detroit 
police arrested Fard als “chief 
of the Voodoo Cult," and au­ 
thorities told him to leave. He 
soon dropped from sight. 
It was Detroit, too, where 
Muhammad was first arrested. 
In 1934 he was convicted of 
k eeping hb children out of pub­ 
lic school and sending them to 
the newly founded University of 
Islam. He was placed on proba­ 
tion. A quarrel in hb own circle 
soon prompted him to move to 
Chicago, where he promptly be­ 
gan "fbhing for the dead," as 
Muslims caU recruiting. 
Muhammad, who has been in­ 
volved in paternity suits, was 
imprisoned for draft evasion. 
Also imprisoned for that of­ 
fense in World War II, were hb 
son, Emmanuel, and Sharrieff, 
who b Supreme Captain of the 
Fruit of Islam, a semi-military 
group. It provides bodyguards 
for Elijah Muhammad and oth­ 
ers. Another of Muhammad’s 
six sons, Wallace, 38, testified 
he was a minbter but was sent 
to prison for draft evasion in 
1961. He later quit the move 
ment, charging hb father with 


immorality, mbmanaging the 
organization’s financial affairs 
and betraying the teachings of 
Allah, but then begged forgive­ 
ness and was accepted back . 
Another son, Ak bar, 32, aban­ 
doned his father’s “concocted 
religious teachings, which are 
far'from and in most cases dia­ 
metrically opposed to Islam 
. . . ’’ in 1965 while studying Is­ 
lamic law in Cairo. He b now 
the director of black studies at 
Vanderbilt University. Hb wife 
b an Egyptian, and he's a Mos­ 
lem—not a Black Muslim.

Other Muslims who have bro­ 
k en away and assailed the lead­ 
ers have met different fates. 
Malcolm Little joined the Mus­ 
lims in prbon in 1947, then ob­ 
tained his "X.” Malcolm X be- 
c a m e 
Muhammad’s 
chief 
spok esman, but after a nasty 
dbpute, he left the movement 
in 1964 and establbhed hb own. 
After departing, Malcolm X 
blbtered hb former mentor: "1 
totally reject Elijah Muham­ 
mad’s philosophy, which he has 
labeled ‘Islam’ only to fool and 
mbuse gullible people just as 
he fool^ and mbused me.” 
Less than a year after the split, 
Malcolm X was assassinated. 
Convicted of the crime were 
two Black Muslims and a man 
believed to be one. 
Last year, about ^ Muslims 
walk ed out of Muhammad’s 
Temple No. 2 in Chicago with 
the complaint that not enough 
money collected from members 
was reachii^ poor black s. One 
of the dissidents was shot to 
death in Chicago, and another, 
who went to Oak land, Calif., 
was murdered there. Last Octo­ 
ber, someone fired at Muham­ 
mad’s chief deputy, Sharrieff, 
and nick ed him. 
What’s the outlook for the 
Nation of Islam? Much, of 
course, depends on how strong­ 
ly the leaders pursue their busi­ 
ness interests and, especially, 
who will next step forward to* 
assert that he hears the voice 
of Fard—and has the power to 
enforce hb claim.

The Fluoride Issue—II 


Study Shows Fluoridation Success— Costs Are Said Minimal

Foes oi fluoridation boast many claims 
about the alleged iU effects of fluoridated 
waters. 
They quote portions of statements from 
medical research articles appearing in 
various joumab and magazines. They 
claim the studies about which these articles 
concern themselves show adverse reaction 
to fluoridation, either through bone 
malformation, hardening of the arteries, 
respiratory failure, stunted growth, 
poisoning, 
falling 
blood 
pressure, 
aggravation of arthritic conditions or even 
general paralysb. 
But these articles usually contain only 
paragraph quotes about one fact revealed 
by the studies. They don’t elaborate on 


control factors involved in such studies, 
and they don’t reveal any variable which 
might have been introduc^ to gain results. 
But there is a documented case hbtory 
involving nine Missouri cities, including 
Sedalia, which does dramatically show the 
beneficial effects of fluoridated water on 
permanent teeth. 
The 1953 report appearing in a manual 
prepared by the Missouri Division of 
Health compares the incidence of decayed, 
missing or filled teeth in more than 3,000 
Central Missouri children between 6 and 14 
years old. 
The cities involved were Fulton, Mexico 
and Columbia, designated as the high 
fluoride cities because of the 1.1 parts per 
million concentration of fluoride in their 
water supplies; Boonville, Jefferson City 
and Warrensburg, designated as middle 
fluoride cities with a .5 ppm rating; and 


Sedalia. RoUa and Chillicothe, low fluoride 
cities with an average .2 ppm rating. 
These nine cities were chosen because of 
the geographic proximity, similar climates, 
homogeneous p<^ulations, and similar 
diets. 
A DMF average (or the average of 
decayed, missing and filled teeth) revealed 
that six-year-olds in the low fluoride group, 
which included Sedalia, had an average 
incidence of nearly one affected permanent 
tooth. The middle fluoride DMF average 
for the same age group was .44 and the high 
fluoride DMF figure for six-year-olds was 
.30. 
As children aged, the results of the study 
became even more obvious. By the ninth 
birthday, low fluoride group children had a 
DMF figure of 3.52, compared to 2.06 in the 
middle fluoride group and 1.12 in the high 
fluoride group. 


Continuing to the end of the study scale, 
the 14-year-olds in the high fluroide group 
were found to have an average of less than 
two permanent teeth decayed, missing or 
filled; the middte fluoride group showed a 
DMF of nearly six; and the low fluoride 
group, including Sedalia, had an average of 
9.40 permanent teeth either decayed, 
missing or filled 


The study concluded that the marked 
difference in the incidence of dental caries 
in the three control groups could be traced 
to the fluoride content in community water 
supplies. It showed that there were three to 
four times more permanent teeth attacked 
by caries in the low fluoride cities than in 
the high fluoride cities, and that 57 per cent 
of the high fluoride group had no cavities, 
while only 18 per cent of the low fluoride 
group could make such a claim. 


Costs Are Low 
The cost of fluoridating Sedalia’s water 
supply would be slight, according to Water 
Department Manager Herb Taylor. In fact, 
the process could be accomplished without 
raising the department’s allotment in the 
annual budget, Taylor believes. 
He said that the city has already looked 
into the price of a volumetric dry feeder, 
required 
to 
introduce 
the 
powdery 
chemical into the water supply. Taylor said 
the cost of the feeder and installation 
would run about $2,500, adding that it 
would take approximately two months 
from the day the machinery is ordered 
until the day fluoride is added to the city's 
water. 
Taylor explained that the specific form 
of fluoride used here would probably be 
sodium siUcia fluoride, a chemical similar 
to the alum and chlorine presently used. 


He added it would coat approximately 1 
penny per thousand gaUons of water to add 
fluoride to the city’s daily supply of 
2,900,000 gallons. 


The water department manager said 
several chemicals are present^ used in the 
city water supply. They are lime, to control 
the chemical acidity or alkalinity of the 
water, alum to insure proper settling of 
foreign particles, nuchar to control taste 
and odor, and chlorine which is used as a 
sanitary agent. 
Taylor said the addition of a new dry 
feeder would not create any problem since 
extra feeder space was allowed for when 
the new plant was built. 


From his viewpoint Taylor can see no

New Guerrilla Attacks 


ANKARA, 
Turkey (AP) — Police 
stormed 
a 
mountain 
village 
house 
Thursday and killed 10 Turkish kidnapers 
but not before the terrorists turned their 
guns on three foreign hostages and shot 
them to death, a government communique 
reported. 


The hostages were a Canadian and two 
Britons, radar technicians who were 
working at a Turkish air force radar station 
when they were seized Sunday. One of the 
dead terrorists was Turkey’s most wanted 
fugitive. 
First government 
reports from the 
scene, the village of Kizildere, said all died 
in an explosion of ammunition in the 
house. 
A government 
spokesman said the 
confusion 
about an explosion 
arose 
because the terrorists threw grenades at 
the police, who rushed the house wearing 
bullet-proof vests. The police threw in tear 
gas grenades. 
The communique made no mention of 
casualties among the police. 
The government announcenr^nt said the 
hostages were found shot in their heads 
with their hands tied behind their backs. It 
added that the three were killed before the 
terrorists opened fire as police closed in on 
the house. 
Premier Nihat Erim sent messages of 
condolence to Prime Minister Edward 
Heath of Britain and Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau. Canada’s prime minister. 
In London. Sir Alec Douglas-Home, the 
British 
foreign 
secretary, 
issued 
a 
statement saying: “This senseless violence 
against innocent people is a terrible 
feature of the times in which we live.” 
Kizildere is a village of 1(X) houses in the 
Pontus Mountains. 60 miles south of the 
Black Sea town ol Unye, where Canadian 
John Stewart Law, 25. and two Britons. 
Gordon Banner. 35 and Charles Turner. 45, 
were captured. 
The terrorists, members of the Turkish 


Peoples Liberation Army, kidnapped the 
technicians as hostages for the lives of 
three other leftist extremists condemned to 
death by a martial law court. This group 
kidnaped and murdered Israeli diplomat 
Ephraim Elrom in Istanbul last May. 
They defied a commando battalion that 
had 
surrounded 
their hideout. They 
insisted they would release the kidnap vic­ 
tims only if they were given safe passage 
out of Turkey. 


Interior Minister Ferit Kubat, who went 
to the village to take charge of the 
operation, refused to bai^ain. 


Instead, a lawyer. Sener Sadi, was 
brought to Kizildere by helicopter from 
Unye where he was being held on a charge 
of aiding the terrorists. 
He was sent into the house to tell the 


terrorists to give up and free the 
technicians 
because 
the 
government 
would not compromise. 


The communique said Sadi’s mediation 
effort was unsuccessful, indicating that he 
had emerged from the house before the 
shootout. But officials at the scene had 
reported he too was killed in what they said 
was the explosion. 


Officials said among the dead terrorists 
was Mahir Cayan. Turkey’s most wanted 
fugitive. 


Cayan was involved in a similar 
showdown in Istanbul lut June when he 
holed up in an apartment with an 
accomplice and held a 14-year-okJ girl as 
hostage. He was captured and wounded 
and the accomplice was killed. 
Fireworks Explosion 
Kills Three Pe rsons 


BRIDGEWATER, 
Mass. (AP) - At 
least thrw persons were killed and 11 
otlwrs injured Thursday when a series of 
explosions leveled buildii^s and ignited 
fires at a fireworks manufacturing plant. 
Three bodies were removed from the 
charred rubble of IntersUte Pyrotech­ 
nic Inc., about five hours after the 
initial blast. None (rf the injured was re^ 
ported in serious condition. 
Bridgewater Deputy 
Fire Chief Arthur 
Joyce said a building near the center of the 
nearly four acre complex exploded first, 
touching off blasts in other structures. Only 
a few oi the some 20 wood, concrete and 
corrugated metal buildings were left 
standing. 
Firemen moved in to hose down a 
propane gas tank on the blast site and a 


group 
of

storage 
buildings that sUtc Fire Marshall Joaeph 
Sneider said contained aerial fireworks 
bombs.

Missouri's new billboard law was signed 
by Gov. Warren E. Hearnes Thursday after 
he was assured it would meet federal 
compliance requirements. 
The bill, which has been one of the big 
issues of the 1912 legislature since last 
January, became law one day before the 
federal deadline for cutting off $11.5 
million in federal highway aid funds. If it 
had not passed, another 10 per cent would 
have been cut every year until Missouri 
met the federal standards. 


The governor said he had been assured 
by Robert L. Hyder, chief counsel for the 
Highway Department, that the U. S. 
D^rtment of Transportation would 
Accept the bill in its present form. 


Opponents 
charged

constitutional because it will require use 
ef highway funds to tear down signs found 
to be illegal. The governor said deter­ 
mination of its constitutionality would be 


up to the state Supreme Court if and when 
a test case is brought.

In Trade Deficits 


While the war on inflation has 
lately 
focused 
on 
domestic 
dev elopments, Uncle Sam got some 
more bad news the other day about 
his 
deteriorating 
foreign 
trade 
position. 


The 
Commerce 
Department 
reported Tuesday that the nation 
racked 
up 
its 
second 
worse 
monthly trade deficit in February , 
when 
the 
v alue 
of 
imports 
ex ceeded ex ports by $507.6 million. 
Figure in J anuary ’s deficit, and 
19 72 isn’t ex actly shaping up as a 
banner y ear for foreign trade, with 
the two-month deficit standing at 
$9 16 .4 million. 


The bad news began to pile up 
last October, when the red ink 
tobiled a whopping $8 21.4 million 
for that month alone. The U.S. 
finished off 1971 with its first trade 
deficit in 73 y ears. 


February 
was 
the 
fifth 
consecutiv e month of trade deficits 
fur the nation, a situation the 
Nix on administration hopes to help 
lev tTse by the recent dev aluation 


of the dollar. One effect of this 
action will be to make U.S. goods 
cheaper abroad, but it will take 
some time for the effects of this to 
become noticeable. 


This sudden rev ersal in what 
used to be a fav orable balance of 
trade for the U.S. has come on with 
a v engeance, the result of many 
factors jelling at one time. As 
recent as four y ears ago the U.S. 
enjoy ed a trade adv antage of $1.1 
billion. 


All of this adds to the balance of 
pay ments problem confronting this 
nation, and further threatens the 
v alue of the dollar. 


It is clear that our foreign trade 
picture 
must 
somehow 
be 
improv ed; left unattended it will 
prov e to be a chronic impediment 
to ev er setting the economy right 
again. The kind of problems that, 
hav e plagued Great Britain since it 
lost its great balance of trade 
adv antage sev eral y ears ago are 
instructiv e in this regard.

WASHINGTON — In earlier columns, 
we quoted from internal memos to show 
how the International Telephone and 
Telegraph conglomerate and the Central 
Intelligence 
Agency 
plotted 
together 
unsuccessfully to block President Salv ador 
Allende from coming to power in Chile. 
We hav e now obUined secret CIA 
documents which ex plain why the a A, at 
least, was anx ious to prev ent AUende’s 
election. 
The cloak-and-dagger crowd 
feared he would permit the Ccmununists to 
turn Chile into a base for stirring up 
rev olution throughout South America. 
The latest secret intelligence reports 
bear out the CIA’s concern. These report 
that Cuban dictator Fidel Castro has 
turned his embassy in Santiago. Chile, into 
“ the principal Cuban center for support of 
Latin-American liberation mov ements.’’ 
This Cuban liberation center allegedly 
“ prov ides finandal and logistical support 
and guidance to the subv ersiv e groups 
operaUng 
in 
other 
Latin American 
countries.’’ 


The CIA also charges that “ President 
Salv ador 
Allende 
through 
lesser 
gwemment officials has apparently giv en 
his approv al for Cuba to maintain contact 
with these subv ersiv e elements in Chile.’’ 
Castro has formed a special Directorate 
for Liberation whose mission is to foment 
Communist rev olutions around the world. 
It is staffed, accordii« to the CIA, by 
hundreds of tough, trained intelligence 
officers under the command of Manuel 
Pineiro Losado, who is known by the code 
name “ Barba Roja.” 


The Latin American section is directed 
by a man known as “ Ariel. ” whom the OA 
identifies by two names he has used in the 
past. J uan Carretero Ibanez and Ruben 


Cabrera Marquez. From Hav ana, he 
directed the late Che Guev ara’s rag-tag 
guerrilla operations in Boliv ia in 19 6 8 . 
The chief of the liberation team in the 
Cuban embassy in Santiago, according to 
the CIA. is Manuel Martinez Galan, who 
goes by the code name “ Manolo.” He is a 
v eteran Communist intelligence officer 
who is reportedly in charge of all 
clandestine activ ities in the Santiago 
embassy . 


“ The presence in Santiago of Manolo’ 
and ‘Ariel,’ ’’ declares a secret CIA report, 
“ are indicators of the importance attached 
to the continued Cuban gov ernment 
interests and activ e support of the ex port 
of the rev olution.’’ 


Castro used his embassy in Paris as “ the 
principal center concerned with prov idii^ 
v arious ty pes of support to Latin American

farmers received for raw products declined 
' 2 per cent in March b ut averaged 8 per cent 
more than a year ago, the Agriculture 
Department 
reported 
Thursday. 
The 
decline was the first in the last six months. 
The Crop Reporting Board said that 
contrib uting most to the decrease were 
lower prices for hogs, cotton, lettuce, 
celery, tomatoes, cattle and milk. 
Higher prices for eggs and soyb eans were 
partially offsetting. 
Farm expenses remained unchanged 
from last month, b ut at the record high 
estab lished in Feb ruary. Expenses were 5 
per cent more than a year earlier, officials 
said. 
The b oard said that lower average prices 
for food and tob acco and motor supplies 
offset generally higher prices for the other 
commodity groups. 
Prices of all b eef cattle averaged $32.40 
per hundredweight, slightly b elow the all- 
time high mark of $32.60 set last month. 
A year earlier cattle averaged $28.60 
' cents per hundredweight. 
Hogs 
averaged 
$23.30 
per 
hundredweight, compared with $25.70 in 
Feb ruary and $16.9 0 a year earlier. 
Corn prices averaged $1.10 per b ushel, 
compared with $1.09 in Feb ruary and $1.43 
a year earlier. 
A comparison of farm product prices 
and costs, expressed as a parity ratio b ased 
on a 1910-14 formula, was 72 per cent in 
March compared with 73 per cent in 
Feb ruary and 70 per cent a year earlier. 
Under a 1967 formula the ratio was 97 
per cent in March, compared with 9 8 per 
cent in Feb ruary and 9 4 per cent a year 
earlier.

The jury b egan its delib erations as the 
trial, which b egan Jan. 24, neared the close 
of its 10th week. The Harrisb urg Seven 
trial is regarded as a test of the 
governnwnt’s power to limit radical acts 
b y means of fe^ral conspiracy laws. 
The jury took with it to its delib erations 
room mwe than 100 prosecution and 
defense exhib its. Included were copies of 
24 letters exchanged b etween Berrigan

Berrigan, 48. a gray-haired Roman 
Catholic priest, faces a maximum SO years 
in federal prison if convicted on six counts 
in the indictment.

years for destroying draft b oard records.

coukl get 40 years on 
five counts. 
The othera are liab le to five years each 
on a single conspiracy count. They are the 
Rev. Neil McLaughlin, 31, the Rev. Joseph 
Wenderoth. 36. b oth priests; Anthony 
Scob lick, 33. a former priest, his wife, Mary

Ahmad, 41, a Pakistani educator in this 
country on a resident visa. Ahmad is the 
only non-Catholic defendant. 


The seven were charged 
with an 
escalating conspiracy—draft b oard raids to 
recruit followers, followed b y a plot to 
b low up Washington’s tunnel heating 
system and finally the planned ab duction 
of Kissinger, the White House national 
security adviser. 


The aim, the government said, was to 
call antiwar and antigovernment views to 
the attention of the pub lic. 


The name of FBI informant Boyd F. 
Douglas Jr. went into the record at the very 
outset of the trial. At its conclusion, his

cautioned the jury: “It is not a trial of Boyd 
Douglas.” 


The defense had denounced the 31-year- 
okJ Douglas as a “liar, a scoundrel and a 
. confidence man.” 


The prosecution argued that Douglas’ 
story of conspiracy involving Berrigan and 
the others had stood the test of a gruelling, 
two-week cross-examination b y the defense. 


Besides 
Douglas, the 
government 
presented 63 other witnesses

resting its case one week ago. The 
following day. the defense rested without 
calling any witnesses. 


“You will draw no inference from the 
fact that these defendants did not take the 
stand,” Herman admonished the jurcnrs.
